Carriages began early rolling.up to the 
waite house portico 'and there ~was a dis- 
tinct touch of holiday atmosphere every 
where.- In the interior of the white 
house—a floral bower fa itself—every- 
thing was quiet and in readiness for the 
ceremony at, 4:80 o'clock.

Express Companies Suffer 


Very Heavy Losses in 


Earnings.

Washington, Nov. 25.—Under 
the 


competition following the inauguration 
of the parcel post system the express 
companies of the countrv have sustain- 
ed heavy losses in their earnings, ac- 
cording to Representative Lewis, co- 
author of the parcel post law. 


In making public today figures he hnd 


collected on the earnings of the cor- 
porations, Mr. Lewis prophesied that 
within the near future the postoffice de- 
partment virtually would have a mon- 
opoly of the transportation 
of small 


articles and that eventually the govern- 
ment might take over the express com- 
panies in their entirety. 


Mr. Lewis' figures 
show 
that the 


profits of the five leading express com- 
panies, which control 87 per cent, of the 
express business, 
had 
falle.n steadily 


since 1911. 
During the twelve months 


of 11)11-1012. tho.sc were represented to. 
be in round figures $5,772,000 and

1P12-1913 this was said to have decreas- 
ed to $3590.000. Last June, when the 
parcel post system had entered full into 
competition, express profits were wiped

Renew Attack on Juarez.

the rebel lilies, the -battle opening with 
heavy cannonading. : • 


Simultaneously firing opened at 4:30 


this morning southeast of the Juarez 
race track and opposite Ysleta, Texas, 
about twelve miles east of Juarez. The 
federals used cannon in both attacks. 
The appearance of the federals near the 
race track indicutcd they liad worked 
their way around the. rebel outposts 
(luring the nijjht. • 


Contradicts a Claim. 


The heavy fighting at Zaragosa. oppo- 


site Ysletn, was taken to contradict the 
claim that Gen. Inez Salazar's troops hac: 


ieen surrounded and virtually made pris 
iners last night. 
This claim had beer 


made by Juan N. Medina, chief of Gen 
Villa's start'. Early today reports fron 
Ysleta were to the effect that fighting 
was heavy, the roar of cannon bein; 
plainly 'niidihle. 


Reports also stated that Villa ha'

Report Chihuahua Fallen.

dent_ Wilson has been demonstrating the great force of 
.public opinion as a, corrector of conditions and as the al- 
,,temative of resort to arms, 


Let none suppose the president has been sitting idly 


by, merely hoping for peaceful outcome of the disturb- 
ance. Mr. Wilson has been ap deeply engaged and as 
strenuously active as though Uncle Sam had in fact sent 
his army across the Rio Grande and trained the armament 


. of Ms big sea fighters upon the coast cities of the south- 
ern republic. He has set down the principle that the 
United States will not lend its countenance to jack-in-the- 


,.bpx tyrants who rise to temporary power by treachery, 


fraud or force. He refuses to use the military ami of the

part or share in a baptism of blood for the hapless peons 
in Mexico because their oppressors are in a quarrel ovei 
the spoils. 


What President Wilson-is seeking to do is to use the 


power of the world's best opinion to bring an end to pil- 
lage and exploitation, and to demonstrate that without 
this support no government can long endure. Instead o; 
grab and gouge it aims to aid and serve. It is an under- 
taking high, noble and fine. If it succeeds, as it now 
promises to do, it will be the most notable triumph of a 
new system of diplomacy the world has ever known.

and the day was given -up to the greeting 
of callers. Washington was a small city 
in those days, and when the white house 
doors were open like the rest, it was no 
overwhelming task for the president to 
meet and shake hands with all who 
called to "pay their respects." 


But that time has passed. Thousands 


now flock to the whito house on New 
Year's day. where formerly scores and 
hundreds went, as many as 5,000 visitors 
having been received on some recent 
New Year's days. This is a creat tax on 
the physical strength of the president. 
Even burly Mr. Taft complained of it, 
and Mr. Wilson's bodily endurance- must 
be much less than his. ivo one can ps 
oualy blame him for resolving to evade 
this really needless tax on bis nervous 
energies by omitting the ordeal alto- 
gether. 
Once omitted, it will probably 


never be resumed. JT^ny customs, whoso 
reason for being no longer exists and 
whose continuance becomes irksome, need 
only that "some one with official author- 
ity shall lop them off to effect a real re- 
form. Mr. Wilson's course in this case 
is probably in the nature of reform.

For those who wish a real Thanks- 
iving dinner and who want something 
lieapcr than a turkey, there is one dish 
iat was on the Thanksgiving table of 
ur, Puritan ancestors, that has gone 
-ompletely out of fashion with their de- 
eendants, and it makes a most delicious 
and appetizing dinner. Our forefathers 
called it a chicken boiled dinner. It is 
nade of a chicken cut un in portions as 
or fricaese and boiled. Into the broth, 
jefore the chick ;n is readv for the t»ble, 
ut- potatoes, turnips, carrots, parsnips 
.nd onions. Serve as you do a corned 
)eef boiled dinner. 


This is a 'very delicious dish, especially 


f, after'you have taken up the chicken 
md vegetables, you make some dump- 
ings after the following recipe to serve 
with it: 


Egg Dumplings, 


Break one egg in a bowl and beat until 


yolk and whites are well blended. Add 
a saltspoon of salt and flour enough to 
nake a stiff batter. Add one heaping 
;easpbon of baking powder. Beat thor- 
oughly and drop from teaspoon1 into 
boiling stock or water. Will be cooked 
in- ten minutes. Serve at once. 


To this add this pudding and you are 


eating a dinner that was often served 
on Thanksgiving day in manr a Puritan 
household 150 vears ago. 


B*ked Indian Pudding. 


Scald one quart of milk. When partly 


cooked add slowly one cup of cornmeal 


only vegetables beside potatoes 
corn and beans cooked together. 


Later at Governor Winthrop's dinner 


in 1631 yellow turnip and onions were 
added. 


Don't try any of the modern vegetables 


used in thin country, as asparagus, to- 
matoes, celery, artichokes, or alligator 
pears, if you' wish to keep to the old 
traditions. 


Jams and blackberries or other wild 


fruits and pickled cucumbers, cabbage 
iftid walnuts were all on the old-fash- 
ioned tables a hundred years ago. 


Cranberry Sauce. 


I do not know just when cranberry 


sauce began to be considered indispensi- 
ble to turkey. In my great-grandmoth- 
er's cook book there is nothing eaid 
abont it, but my grandmother was very 
particular about cooking the beautiful 
red berry. 
Iron or tin was not per- 


mitted to come in contact with grand- 
mother's cranberries. 
The cooking was 


short ((if long, the skins become-tonga 
and seeds bi.tter). 
If she wished her 


cranberry sauce to jelly, a syrup was 
made of twice as much sngnr as water 
and a pound of berries was used for 
every pound of sugar. After the syrup 
had boiled fire minutes the berries were 
put in, and when they began to boil they 
were pressed down under the syrup with 
a spoon. As soon as every berry had 
burst the sauce was turr-ed into earthen 
molds and chi'.'.ed.

existing impression, thec Destitution of 
Lhe United States docs not protect citi- 
'.ens of the states from "cruel and 1111- 
isual punishments." The eighth amend- 
ment ia a dead letter so far as statu 
aws are concerned. 
So is the whole 


'bill of rights." 


This is the significant 'fact brought 


out by the protest resolution introduced 
nto the house last week by Representa- 
tive Evans, of .Monttinn. 
Mr. Evans 


wanted to demonstrate to the country 
that 
the 
constitutional 
prohibition 


.igainst cruel and unusual punishments 
has no meaning when a state chooses to 
violate it. 
His resolution directed tlie 


attorney general to bring an injunction 
proceeding against the slate of [Viaware 
to stop the whipping of two negro eon- 
viets at the county Jail at Newcastle, 
Del. 
These men had been sentenced to 


fourteen and eleven years, respectively, 
in jail for burglary, and in addition to 
forty lashes apiece on the bare bade. 
The sentence was divided by order of 
the court for fear the men could not 
stand a single application. The second 
installment of tlie lashing was delivered 
on Saturday, Nov. 15. 


In response to his letter to the attor- 


ney general calling on him to tiike any 
action possible to stop the cruel punish- 
ment. Mr. Evans received _a replv from 
tho attorney general whicli stated: "The 
supreme court has repeatedly held that 
the prohibition against 'the infliction of 
cruel and 
unusual 
punishments con- 


tained in the eighth amendment to the 
constitution does not extend to states, 
but applies only to the federal govern- 
ment." 


The effect of this is to leave the states 


free to apply the whipping post. or. for 
that matter, the branding iron, the rack, 
the thumbscrews, or anything else they 
please. The state of Delaware has con- 
tinued the ancient practice of whipping 
prisoners since rolonial davs. Us state 


constitution adopted in 
IRdT prohibits 


"cruel" punishments. The state lias done 
awny with tlie durkinn stnol, the pillory, 
the stocks and other relirs of the early 
colonial days. 
I'.ut whipping on the bare 


buck is not. considered as a cruel punish- 
ment in Delaware. 


In striking contrast .to the lock of pro- 


tection which the federal constitution 
(as interpreted liy the supreme court) 
affords to human lu'ings. is the ample 
protection extended property rights. Tli? 
fourteenth amendment, fur instance, con- .' 
tuins the provision. "Xor shall any state 
deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property, without due process of law." 
It is under this provision that federal 
courts have repeatedly interfered to save 
property rights.
